Landing  in  the  steaming  jungles 
of  Sumatra,  you  might  be  lucky 
enough  to  be  met  by  the  rare 
Imperial  Army  holdout;  that  shy, 
seldom  seen  creature  whose  natural 
habitat  has,  in  recent  years,  been 
completely  overrun  by  encroaching 
civilization.  From  this  high  level  of 
evolution  right  down  to  the  smallest 
malarial  mosquito,  no  effort  or 
expense  has  been  spared  to  bring 
the  true  Asia  to  the  foot  of  Bathurst 
Street.  By  the  way,  there  is  No 
Smoking  in  the  zoo  so  some 
alternate  means  must  be  devised  to 
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remove  those  pesky  leeches. 

Travelling  cross-continent,  you 
will  share  the  Rainforest  of 
Kashmir  with  those  “Half-Tracks 
of  the  Animal  World”  ; the  elephant.

The  doctors  at  U of  T health 
services  have  reported  a large
